In plaea Of the old "draw 
itope", th* new Bwe*t Brbtr organ run- 
aim "*top - lableta" Whleh are eaiier 
q nae than the old type and which are 
found on moat modern organ*. 

Five of the atop* are duplicated on 
the manual*, bnt many different effecta 
y be oblaln*d by the modern method 
organ making, which allow* one set 
of pipe* to serve for ssversl different 
oetsves, played on the same k*ys but 
pitched by the Hop*.

PROVISIONS COMPLETED 
FOR SABBATICAL LEAVES 

Pinna Approved By Board Of 
Overseers At Meeting 
October 24 

A recent announcement to the faculty 
made by President (Baas outline* lb< 
ruling tot sabbatical leaves for those 
fatuity "members who have the rank of 
bill professor and who have beeji teach' 
Ing at Sweet Ilrlnr for at leaat six 
year*. The provision aa approved by 
the Board of Overseers at a meeting 
which Was held on Thursday, Ot tuber 
. 3«, followa In full. f 

"That the general principle of (he 
■nblratical leave of absence be approved 
1 •eg Inning wilh (he academic year 
103031, and that the leave* be 
granted upon recommendation of the 
department concerned and of the presi- 
dent of lb* college, to member* of the 
Sweet Drlar Faculty of the rank of 
full professor who hav* taught at the 
college at leaat *lx yearn. 

•'Such leave shall not weed in length 
one y*ar la every seven, and If absent 
for a full year the benepcisryi aball be 
entitled to half regular aalary. If 
ferred by lb* be sell clary, such leave 
may be reduced to half year with full 
psy, and may upon approval, i 
quested, be supplemented by another 
half year without pay. 

"In the event that on* who ia eligible 
for sabbatical leave *hall not lake or 
be granted aueh leave at the and of ih* 
siilb year, aueh leave, whether wHh or 
without pay, in accordance with the 
foregoing, may be made' cumulative, pro* 
vlded, however, that no single leave In 
oieosa of on* academic year shall ' 
any time be granted.
